The Washington oorreapondeDt 


of tbe Sao Pnnoisoo CkrtnucU gives 
us some idea of the immense inb- 
ajdiw proposed for railroads by the 
present Congress, more fully shown 
n the compromise Texas and Pacifio 
Railroad bill, now in the hands of 
he Honse Committee, providing for 
•suing guaranteed bonds on about 
1,000 miles ot railroad. The distances 
by the proposed route are about as 
follows: From Fort Worth, Texas, to 
he point of junction in New Mexico, 
100 miles west of E! Paso, 700 miles; 
from tbe point of junction to the 
'olorado river, 550 miles; from San 
Qorgona Pass to San Diego, 250 
miles; from Marshall, Texas, to New 
Orleans, 450 miles; from Marshall to 
Yicksbnrg, 250 miles; from Jefferson, 
Texas, to Memphis, 350 miles; and 
from Venita, Indian Territory, to the 
joint of junction in Texas, 450 miles. 
The bond* to be issued, on which the 
Government isto guarantee interest, 
will amount to aboot SfllO.OOO.OOO. 
The interest on these bonds nt five 
percent, par annum for fifty years 
will amount to 8275,000,000. Hunt- 
ington gets about 550 miles of tho 
main trunk and 250 miles of the 
Sim Diego branch, and Scott gets 
about 700 miles of the main trunk, 
btit nil of the Eastern branches fa]] 
into the hands of the Texas and 
Pociflc Company, if the several com- 
panies fail to bnild in the specified 
time; and all of the Texas ami Pacific 
share falls into Hun ting ton's han-.'N 
if Scott fail to build in the specified 
time. The companies constructing 
these roads will take about 25,000,000 
acres of Government lands in addi- 
tion to an immense land grant from 
the State of Texas. Tbe provisions 
of the branch roads running from 
Texas to the Mtssippi river to points 
opposite New Orleans, Vieksburg 
and Mempliin, do not as yet name 
the companies to whom those por 
tionsof the franchise are granted. 
The three paragraphs are drawn up 
in this form: "The 
Baitroad 


Company is authorized to construct, 
or to own and operate, a railroad 
running from Texas to the Missis 
sippi," etc. It is then provided thai 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
guarantee interest on the bonds ol 
the r^ad as with tl:e main trunk. 
The words "or to o\vn and operate" 
seem to be designed to cover many 
miles of railroad already built. The 
route is complete, and in almost a 
n direct line from J»ff<?raon, Texas, 
ti Memphis; also the road from Mar- 
shall to Shrcveport; also from a 
point opposite Vicksbnrg to Jlonroo, 
an3 on other portions of tho routes 
speciSed in the bill. But those who 
eilher construct new portions, or 
those wLo own and opera to roads 
which have been rnnninp for years, 
may present tCieir bonds to the S»»c- 
retary of the Treasury anil have the 
interest oo them guaranteed for fifty 
yean. It is possible that the bill 
may be amended by the Committee 
before it is reported to the House. 
Within a day or two the friends ol 
tlte nurties interested in the bill pro- 
fess to have given up the hope of paus- 
ing it at this session; Vint it shonld 
not be forerutton that the Pacific Rail- 
road bill of 1864, which relinquished 
the right of the Government to a firs! 
mortgage oa the Central Pacific and 
Union Pacific roads, and double the 
land grants were rnshed through 
during the last hours of tha session 
without the vote being recorded, 
although the requisite number ol 
members rose to their fc-et nad de- 
manded tho ayes and noes.
